In response to the Office Action mailed December 21, 2004, Applicants 
respectfully elect the Group I claims, that is, claims 1-16 and 19-24, which the 
Examiner contends is drawn to a circuit tape, for prosecution on the merits in the 
present application. 

It is noted that in the Office Action mailed December 21, 2004, the Examiner 
has indicated that claims 1-24 are pending in the application. However , attention is 
respectfully directed to the Supplemental Preliminary Amendment submitted 
March 1, 2004, In the above-identified application. A copy of this Supplemental 
Preliminary Amendment, with original signature thereon, is enclosed herewith, 
together with a postcard receipt from the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
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acknowledging receipt of this Supplemental Preliminary Amendment. In this 
Supplemental Preliminary Amendment, various of the claims were amended, 
claim 12 was cancelled, and new claims 25-33 were added to the application. Of 
these newly added claims, claims 25-29 were directed to a circuit tape; claims 30 
and 31 were directed to a method of manufacturing circuit tape; and claims 32 and 
33 were directed to an adhesive film.
